The  Royal  Ontario  Museum  takes  pleasure  in  offering 
a fourth  series  of  illustrated  lectures  on  travelling.  This 
year  the  lecturers  will  speak  on  countries  in  the  Far 
East,  areas  renowned  in  history  and  artistic  achievements; 
Uzbekistan,  a territory,  where  from  time  immemorial, 
on  ancient  trade  routes,  East  and  West  have  met  and 
mingled;  and  Africa,  both  an  old  and  a new  continent, 
where  modem  nations  are  emerging.  All  are  ancient 
civilizations;  all  have  been  and  are  being  vitally  affected 
by  Western  ways  and  technological  skills;  and  all  have 
a sense  of  values  and  traditions  that  we  need  to 
understand. 

In  the  not  so  distant  future  Toronto  and  Tokyo  may 
be  only  a few  hours  apart.  To  visit  these  areas  of  our 
interdependent  world  more  immediately,  however,  many 
of  us  must  depend  on  the  retrospective  views  of  those 
who  have  visited  them;  and  later  gain  further  vision  and 
understanding  by  individual  study  of  the  relevant  col- 
lections in  The  Royal  Ontario  Museum. 

The  series  this  year  is  offered  as  part  of  the  UNESCO 
programme  to  bring  about  mutual  appreciation  of 
Eastern  and  Western  cultural  values.

The  order  will  be  the  same  as 
that  outlined  in  the  series  beginning  on  October  17  in  the 
•^a^nese  Gallery-  These  talks  will  only  be  given  if 
sufficient  requests  are  made  to  the  Division  of  Education. 

The  theme  of  the  Sunday  Afternoon  Film  Programmes 
this  year  “Peoples  in  a Changing  World”  is  also  related 
to  this  series.  Further  announcement  of  these  events  will 
be  made  on  the  occasion  of  each  Thursday  evening 
lecture.

ENGLISH  POTTERY  AND  PORCELAIN 

A series  of  eight  lectures  to  introduce  the  fascinating 
study  of  the  development  of  one  of  England’s  major 
industries. 

This  survey  course  will  tell  of  men  who,  inspired  both 
by  wonderful  ceramics  from  abroad  and  by  their  own 
exacting  standards,  experimented  with  new  material 
and  processes,  both  for  the  body  and  the  glaze  of  their 
wares.  Such  energy  and  inventive  genius  produced  in 
the  course  of  the  eighteenth  Century  not  only  a number 
of  greatly  improved  varieties  of  earthenware,  but  also 
the  soft-paste  porcelain  of  such  famed  factories  as  those 
of  Bow,  Chelsea,  Derby  and  Worcester.  In  the  latter  part 
of  the  century,  true  porcelain  (“hard-paste”)  was  made, 
first  at  Plymouth  then  later  at  Bristol  and  New  Hall. 

“In  ceramics,  all  Europe  has  sat  at  China's  feet” 
(Lawrence  Binyon)—  a discussion  of  porcelain  made  in 
China  for  export  to  Europe.  The  English  story  culminates 
in  the  establishment  of  such  famous  factories  as  Wedg- 
wood, Spode  and  Copeland,  Minton  and  Rockingham, 
and  the  development  of  England’s  most  characteristic 
contribution  to  ceramics,  bone  china.  William  Billingsley’s 
superb  flower  painting  will  also  be  included  in  the 
discussion  and  many  other  related  subjects.
